Tux annual report of Fite Superintendent 
May is a brief and. sonsiblo'document ; but 
it would have beon cven more sensible had 
it beon longor: of that: more anon: Mr 
May notes with ‘satisfaction the marked 
diminution in the number of fires on land 
after the third weck in April last year. 
‘This,’ he adds, ‘is no doubt due to the 
action taken by the Fire: Insurance Com. 
panies in instituting a tari which came 
into foree in April, and increasing tho 
rates of premium; while the conviction 
for arson at the May Sessions of two Chi- 
neso partners in the shop No, 48 Praya 
West, and the heavy sentence of twelve 
years’ hard labour parsed upon each, havo 
evidently had a salutary effect in deterring 
others from incondjarism:' There can be 
no question as to the good and wholesome 
offect of the twolve yenrs’ hard labour ; but 
wo cannot altogether seo how increased 
rates of premium could usefully affect any 
Hunprincipled scoundrel who aicant to buri| 
his shop. Besides tho incréase in tho firo 
premiums was given out as an increase 
‘for business reasons pure and simple ; and 
Europoans, who do not show, a case_once in’ 
half acentury of attempted incendiarism, 
have had to contribute to this increase in 
nearly the same ratio as the Chinese ownor.: 
Itis to bo hoped that tho authorities will 
continuo the crusade against this arch.enemy’ 
of Jaw and order, the unscrupulous incon- 
diary, and whonoever a conviction is obtain- 
ed, will givohim the fall ponalty of the 
law which he so richly deserves. Superin- 
tendent May, however, in not satisfied with 
his Brigade—oither with its numbers or its 
organisation. It-appoars the engines and 
appliances have to be dragged by hited 
coolies from the Station to the acene 
ofsa.fire, Wa fancy this has been the 

oda of traction adopted from time im- 
memorial—not that such a fact necessarily 
implies a continuance of the system. At

and we aro not disposed to support the |- 
Superintendent in his remedy. until we}. 


learn tho details of the schome which ho 
has proposed. The scheme. includas an in- 
cease in the permanent staff, an enlarye- 
ment of the Central’ Fire Station, and an 
inerenso in the number of firemen. Mr 
May has already reported on how theso 
improvements could be effected, aid ho 
says his proposnis have received the ap- 
proval of H..E. the Governor, But that 
document has not been givon in Mr May's 
.report. All he deigns to tell us is that. 
the proposals will cost ‘a large sum of 
money.’ Until that report comes to light, 
it would certainly ba unwise to advocate 
such admittedly costly improvementa. 
Mr May concludes, his valuable. report. by 
paying a well-deserved compliment to tho 
Nam Pak Hong fire brigade which, he SSYA,, 
is especially smart in turning out. An 
attempt to place this private brigade under 
European surpervision has not, it appears,
